CO, Feb. 16.—A letter was addressed a 
few Says ago to United States Minis- 
ter Willis by P. C. Jones, a prominent 
American resident of Honolulu, saying 
that although nearly all his income 
was derived from investments in these 
islands, he was prepared to pay his in- 
come tax as an American citizen, but 
first desired information of Mr. Willis 
as to his standing and right to protec- 
tion as such citizen. According1 to

huysen, 
he 
has 
never 
forfeited 


his right as such by accepting local 
citizenship in Hawaii, although Secre- 
tary Grebham is understood to hold an 
opposite opinion. Jones says he has 
served as minister of state both under 
the monarchy and provisional gov- 
ernment; that he has taken oath to 
support the republic of Hawaii; that 
during the recent insurrection he car- 
ried 11 gun to defend his house and 
family and those q(f others against 
mob violence. He now asks the United 
States minister whether he continues to 
be entitled to protection as an American 
citizen notwithstanding the 
appar- 


ently adverse published instructions 
sent to Admiral lieardslee. Ho con- 
siders it wrong that he should lose his 
right to protection for so defending 
himself. 
He is prepared to pay the 


United States income tax, but asks to 
have his status clearly defined by the 
minister. 


Mr. Willis has replied that he will 


submit the question to the authorities 
at Washington. 


On the afternoon of the 5th the cases

ARMS 


Supposed to H»ve Been Shipped on the 


Schooner Tine. 


SAN FBANCISCO, Feb. 16.—The steamer 


Mariposa brought news from Honolulu 
yesterday tfcat the authorities there 
are watching for the arrival of the 
schooner Vine, Cant.

A TEST FOB THK COURT*. 


All Physicians and Professional 


Men Interested in This Case. 


An incident occurred in tho circuit 


court at Springfield which will finally 
prove to be of some public interest. A. 
case for damages against tho cily for in- 
juries resulting from a de'ecthe side- 
walk was on hearing, and Dr. J. N. Dixoa 
was called as a witness, not to answer 
questions as to the facts of tbo matter 
in dispute, but to answer hypothetical 
questions as an expert. Wbsu the fust 
question was put to him he declined to 
answer. The court directed the reporter 
to read tho question again, aud^aguin he 
declined to answer. In reply to a ques- 
tion as to his reason for not aubwering, 
ho said he was called away fiom his 
place of business to testify as an expert, 
and as his prije for such seivice was 
S10, he did not caie to testify until he 
had been paid, or security or assurance 
of hie pay had been given. The court 
fined 
him {25 for 
contempt, say- 


ing a profesioual man could not claim 
exemption from obligation to aid the 
courts in the settlement of disputes bo- 
tween citizens unless he were paid a pro- 
fessional fee, and that he assumed that 
all citizens stood on the same footing in 
this respect. The doctor took an ap- 
peal from the order of the court, and 
the case is to be carried through the 
higher courts as a test. The claim of 
the physicians is understood to be that 
when they are called to gi\e testimony 
as to facts of their own knowledge in a 
matter in contioversy, they are only en- 
titled to the ordinary fee of an ordinary 
witness; but that when they aie called 
as experts to testify professionally upon 
hypothetical questions they are entitled 
to professional foes. The matter there- 
fore becomes of interest to the wholo 
medical profession and to the people at 
large.

STOPPED BY BOBD ISSUE CONTRACT. 


The Exceeding Cheapness ol Farm 


Products and Rettricted Operations 


in Irdustrie* Obstacles Which 


Block the Path of Business. 


NEW YOKK, Feb. 16 —R. G. Dan k 


Co.'b weekly review of trade, issued to- 
day, say i: 


Exports of gold and withdrawals 


from the treasury have been almost 
entirely stopped by the contract for 
purchases of gold from Messrs. Bel- 
mont and Morgan. Though its de- 
tails on-y became public Thursday, 
and wen> quite sharply criticized by 
many, the fact should not be forgotten 
tbat the rate of exchange was in 
fact controled, gold 
was actually 


started litherward from Europe, and 
there 
was 
entirely 
arrested 


at least thus far, the outward move- 
ment which has eeemed within forty- 
eight hoars of emptying the treasury. 
Close criticism of things done in such 
a stress comes later. For the moment 
business only waits to know whether 
sales of American securities and with- 
drawals of gold from the treasury have 
been lastingly stopped by the remark- 
able increase of confidence. 


The transactions with foreign bank- 


ers could not put into the treasury a 
larger revenue, which is still falling 
behind, expenditures for 
February 


thus fai being 84,953,590. While the 
imports of merchandise at New York 
for two -iveeks have been SO per cent, 
larger in volume than last year, they 
are mm h behind those of two years 
ago, and the customs revenue aver- 
ages 30 per cent. less. The reviving 
confidence 
has not only prevented 


withdra vals of gold by Americans in 
the main, bat sales of American secu- 
rities by foreigners have been nearly, 
if not quite, balanced by purchases. 


Stocks have not held the sudden rise 


of lust Saturday, and average, for rail- 
roads, 5t cents per share lower, and 
for trus1s$1.84 lower. Railroad earn- 
ings ha^e not done better, as storms 
made the first week of February a bad 
one, with the receipts 4.8 per cent. 
less than last year; while the final re- 
port for January shows 1.00 gain, 
though ;t is 13.2 per cent, less than in 
1893. 
The tonnage returns from Chi- 


cago are more favorable, exceeding 
last year's largely for the last two 
weeks, though still 20 per cent, behind 
those of 189S, while Indianapolis and 
St. Louis report small gains.

shape of an amendment offered by 
Mr. Blackburr (dem., Ky.) to cut down 
the appropriation of &1,205,000 to the 
extent of 10 per cent, and the senate 
decided against it: Yeas, 19; yftas, 38. 
It had previously rejected a similar 
proposition which had come over from 
Thursday, and which applied only to 
the fast mail service from Springfield, 
Mass , to Atlanta and New Orleans— 
the vote on that proposition being: 
Ifeas, 18; nays 81. 


Then an effort was made by Mr. 


Brice (dem., O.) to have the S1UB,000, 
which is appropriated for this latter 
service, divided with a similarfastline 
in the west, from Ohio to Florida, but 
this met with no more favor than the 
others, and was laid on the table by a 
vote of S3 to 23. And then the bill was 
passed. 


The agricultural bill followed, and 


had not been finally passed on when 
the senate adjourned at 5.55. 


There was considerable discussion 


over an amendment reported from the 
committee on appropriations for a 
mod- 


ification of the law relating to the in- 
spection of cattle and meats for expor- 
tation, and Mr. Platt (rep., Conn.) op- 
posed any change in the law that 
looked to the propitiation of Germany.

STATE RACING BULBS. 


I. The tournament shall be held un- 


der the auspices of the Illinois Firemen s 
Association, but the preparation for the 
same shall be given to the firemen and 
citizensof the city where held. 
2 Each team entering must consist 


of men that have belonged to their res- 
pective fire departments for at least t>U 
days, and resident of the state one year 
prior to the tounraraent. 
3. Only members of the Illinois fire- 


men's association compete for any prize, 
except free for all races. 


4. All work to be done by hacds only. 


Snaps, springs and unproportional coup- 
ling, or any attachment to assist in 
breaking, barred.

6. All competing teams must take part

comes his or their property. 


8. All questions in dispute shall be re- 


ferred to the board of directors, and 
their decision shall be final.
